And by this means that Country is perfectly over-run with Briars 
and Thorns ; and an inexpreſlible face of Barrenneſs, Poverty 
and Want, covers all that Territory, which was once juſtly re: 5 
nown'd for the greateſt Fruitfulneſs, Trade and Riches of the * 
World. And the Miſery which the late Perſecution has produc'd in 1 
the Country, and in the Towns and Villages of Fance, in ſo ſnort a 
Time, is a very convincing Proof, that all Violations of Liberty of 
_ Conſcience will produce the ſame fatal Effects, as violating the Civid 
Rights of Mankind.
